noon an unknown man _ walked in- 
to the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce, a revolver in one hand and a dyna- 
mite bomb in the other, and demanded 
$20,000, threatening to blow all into eter- 
nity. Cashier Pooley and Teller Wallace 
were the only two men in the bank. Wal- 


lace ducked to get his gun and ran quick- - 


ly to the back of the room, calling for 
Pooley to do the same 

“No you don’t,” yelled the man, drop- 
ping the bomb. 

The clerks had just gotten out of the 
window. The bank was wrecked. The 
robber’s head was smashed and one arm 
was torn off. People living above the bank 
were blown into the air. 

J. G. Price, formerly prosecuting at- 
torney, who was entering the bank at 
the time, was hurt, but not seriously. 
The dynamiter died without regaining 
consciousness. The bank lost about $1,000, 
chiefly in gold dust, which was lying on 
the counter.

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Strong Protest Is Made to 


Powers Against the Treat- 


ment to Which the Hebrews Are Subjected by , 
Roumanian Government. 


Washington, September 17.—With the 
double purpose off protecting the tong- 
suffering Jews of the Balkan states, and 
of averting the very present peril of the 
imn:migration into the United States of a 
horde of paupers, Secretary Hay has 
adopted the unusual course of appeal- 
ing to the powers of Europe to force one 
of their children to observe the obliga- 
tions of humanity in the case of the 
sews. 

The appeal takes the form of a state 
paper, remarkable in several respects, 
which has been dispatched in identical 
form to every ambassador and minister 
of the Urited States residing in one of 
the courts of courts, which were parties 
to the famous Berlin treaty of 1878, name- 
ly, Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Russia, Italy, Austsia and Turkey, mark- 
ing the termination of the Turko-Russian 
war, and the creation by the direct act 
of the powers of the independent Balkan 


states. Because the powers are thus re- 
sponsible for the existence of Roumania, 
the culprit in this case, the secretary of 
state has directed the note to them in 
the hope that they will bring his gov- 
ernment to a sense of its duties toward 
civilization at large, as well as to cause 
it to ameliorate the frightful condition 
of the Roumanian Jews. In a measure, 
this action by the department of state 
may’ be traced to numerous petitions 
from Jewish societies and humanitargians 
generally, as well as to the warnings of 
publicists respecting the growing dangers 
of the immigration of degenerates, 


Protest Made by Hay. 

The document, which is dated August 
11, says in part: 

“The United States welcomes now, as 
it has welcomed from the foundation of 
its government, the voluntary immigra- 
tion of all aliens coming hither under 
conditicns fitting them to become merg2d 
into the body politic of this land. Our 
laws provide the means for them to be- 
come incorporated indistinguishably in 
the mass of citizens, and prescribe their 
absolute equality with the native-born, 
guaranteeing to them equal civil rights 
at home and equal protection abroad, The 
voluntary character of their coming is 
essential; hence, we shut out all immi- 
gration assisted or constrained by foreign 
agencies. The purpose of our generous 
treatment of the alien immigrant is to 
benefit us and him alike—not to afford to 
another state a field upon which to cast 
its own objectionable elements. It be- 
hooves the state to scrutinize most jeal- 
ously the* character of the immigration

Should those 
causes originate in the act of another 
sovereign state, to,the detriment of its 
neighbors, it is the prerogative of an

“With the lapse of time these just 
prescriptions have been rendered nuga- |! 
tory in great part, as regards the native ; 
Jews, by the legislation and municipal 
regulations of Roummania. Starting , 
from the arbitrary and controvertibls: | 
premise that the native Jews of Rouma- | 
nia, domiciled there for centuries, are ! 
‘aliens now subject to foreign protec- | 
tion,’ the ability of the Jew to earn even 
the scanty means of existence that suf- 
fice for a frugal race has been constrict- 
ed by degrees, until nearly every oppor- 
tunity to win a livelihood is denied; and 
until the helpless poverty of the Jew 
has constrained an exodus of such pro- 
portions as to cause general concern. 

“The political disabilities of the Jews 
in Reumania, their exclusion from the 
public service and the learned profes- 
sions, the Iimitations of their civil 
rights and the imposition upon them of 
exceptional taxes, involving, as they do, 
wrongs repugnant to the moral sense 
of liberal mcdern peoples, are not so 
Girectly in pcint for my present purpose 
as the public acts which attack the in- 
herent right of a man as a bread winner 
in the ways of agriculture and trade. 
The Jews are prohibited from. owning 
land, or even from cultivating it as 
common laborers. They are debarred 
from residing in the rural § districts. 
Many branches of petty trade an 


manual production are closed to them | 


in the overcrowded cities where they are 
terced to dwe)l and engage, against fear- 


ful odds, in the desperate etruggle for 
existence. Even as ordinary artisans or 
hired laborers they may only find em- 
ployment in the proportion of one ‘un- 
protected alien’ to two ‘Roumanians’ 
under any one employer. In short, by 
the cumulative effect of successive re- 
Strictions, the Jews of Roumania have 
become reduced to a state of wretched 
misery. Shut out from rearly every ‘ave- 
nue of self-support, which is open to 
the poor of other lands, and ground 
cown by poverty as the natural result 
of their discriminatory treatment, they 
are rendered incapable of lifting them- 
Selves from the enforced degradation 
they endure. Even were the flelds of ed- 
ucation, of civil employment and of 
commerce open to them as to Roumanian 
citizens, their penury would prevent 
their rising by individual effort. 
beings so circumstanced have virtually 
no alternatives but subimnissive suffering 
or flight to some land less unfavorable 
tc them. Removal under such conditions 
is not and cannot be the healthy, intel- 
iigent immigration of a free .and self- 
reliant being. It must be, in most cases, 
the mere transplantation of an artificital- 
ly producel disease 
place. 
Burden to United States. 

“Granting that, in better and more 
healthful surroundings, the morbid con- 
ditions will eventually change for good, 
such immigration is necessarily for a time 
a burden to the community upon which 
the fugitives may be cast. Self-reliance 
and the knowledge and ability that evoive 
the power of seif-support must be devel- 
oped, and, at the same time, avenues of 
empioyment must be opened. in quarters 
where competition is already keen and 
opportunities scarce. The teachings of 
history and the experience of our own na- 
tion show that the Jews possess in a high 
degree the mental and moral qualifica- 
tions of conscientious citizenhood. No 
class of immigrants is more welcome to 
our shores, when coming equipped in 
mind and body for entrance upon the 
struggle for bread and inspired with the 
high purpose to give the best service of 
heart and brain to the land they adopt 
of their own free will. But when they 
come as outcasts, made doubly paupers 
by physical and moral oppression in tneir 
native land and thrown upon the long 
suffering generosity of a more favored 
community, their migration lacks the 
essential conditions which make alien im- 
migration either acceptable or beneficial. 
So weil is this appreciated on the conti- 
nent that, even in the countries where 
anti-Semitism has no foothold, it is 
difficult for these fleeing Jews to obtain 
any lodgment. America is their only goal. 
“The United States offers asylum to the 
oppressed of all lands. But its sympathy 
with them in no wise impairs its just 


liberty and right to weigh tae acts of tne | 


oppressor in the light of their effects 
upon ‘this country, and to judge accord- 
ingly. 
Right of Remonstrance. 

“Putting together the facts now pain- 
fully brought home to this government 
during the past few years, that many of 
the inhabitants of HKoumania are béing 
forced, by artificially adverse discrimina- 
tiins, to quit their native country; that 
the hospitable -.asylum Offered by tnis 
country is almost the‘ only refuge left 
to them; that they come hither unfitted 
by the conditions of their exile to take 
part in the new life of this land under 
circumstances either profitable to them- 
selves or beneficial td the community; and 
that they are objects of charity from the 
outset and for a long time, the right of 
remonstrance against the acts of the Rou- 
manian government is clearly established 
in favor of this government. Whether 
consciously and of purpose or not, these 
helpless people burdened and spurned by 
their native land are forced by the sov- 
ereign power of 
charity of the United States. This govern- 
ment cannot be a tacit party to such an 
international wrong. It is constrained to 
protest against the treatment to which 
the Jews of Roumania are subjected, not 
alone because it has unimpeachable 
ground to remonstrate against the resul- 
tant injury to itself, but in the name of 
humanity. The United States may not au- 
thoritatively appeal to the stipulations 
of the treaty of Berlin, to which it was 
not and cannot become a signatory, but it 
does earnestly appeal to the principles 
consigned therein, because they are the 
pringiples of international Jaw and eternal 
justice, advocating the broad toleration 
which that solemn compact enjoys and 
standing ready to lend its moral support 
to the fulfillment thereof by its cosigna- 
tories, for the act of Roumania itself has 
effectively joined the United States to 
them as an interested party in this re- 
gard,”’

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 
HAS BEEN AMENDED 


Councilman Key’s Amendment Look- 
ing to Ownership of the Electric 
Light Plant by the City 
Was Defeated by a 
Vote of 9 to 6. 


Council last night, after remaining in 
session for five and a half hours, granted 
the Atlanta Electric Company a fran- 
chise, nominally for twenty-one years, 
but in reality for twenty-three years and 
three months. The ordinance will come 
up during the rezeting of the aldermanic 
board this afternoon for concurrence. 

Colonel Albert H. Cox, counsel for the 
company, stated he had no idea that 
the people he represented would accept 
the grant for a period of less than thirty 
years. Asked if he would withdraw the 
application for a franchise, Mr, Cox said 
he would be unable to state positively 
until he had communicated . with his 
principals, who are out of town. 

During the meeting. Mr. Cox made a 
statement to the members of council 
in which he intimated that unless his 
company did get a franchise for at least 
thirty years thuse interested in the new 
enterprise would doubtless wait until a 
more favorable time to secure a grant 
from the city. 

Amendments Considered. 

Counci] spent almost the entire time 
from 3 o’cl@ck in the afternoon until 10 
o'clock last night—with <a. breathing 
spell of an hour and a half"for supper— 
ir considering the amendments that had 
been proposed to the ordinance as it 
came from the committée on electric 
lights. Some of these were adopted, 
others were withdrawn and still others 
were defeated. At one juncture the 
meeting became sensational and a per- 
ecnal difficulty between two members was 
narrowly avoided. \ 

The chief discussion of the session was 
on the amenament by Alderman La- 
Hatte, whicn provided that the company 
should fille a bond in the sum of $40,000 
to guarantee the construction and opera- 
tion of the electric lighting plant. This 
ordinance also set forth that the com- 
pany should lay a system of conduits on 
certain principal streets, the paper desig- 
nating the egoroughfares. This amend- 
ment was amended by Councilman Konts 
so as to require the company to accept 
the grant within sixty days after its 
approval, filing the bond at the same 
time and begin work within ninety days 
after the approval of the ordinance, 

Mr. Kontz’s amendment, which was 
accepted by Mr. LaHatte, and therefore 
became a part of that gentleman's 
amendment, also contained the additional 
requirement that the term of the ordi- 
nance should be accepted by the com- 
pany by tormal action of its officers and 
spread upon the minutes of the concern, 
a copy being filed with the clerk of 
council, the provisions o fthe ordinance 
not to become operative until the fran- 
chise was acéepted, 

Nearly every member of council made 
one or two speeches concerning this 
amendment, and it was finally adopted. 
The consideration of the amendment con- 
sumed the entire afternoon session of 


council and a vote was not reached until | 


the evening session, which began at 7:30 
o’ clock.

Chicago, September 17.—(Special.)—The

For a number of days there have been 
mysterious conferences in the committee, 


| and the reason came out today when the 


aid of the police was invoked to deter- 
mine ‘the character and regponsibility 
of the two members in question, 
According to the limited information 
that has leaked out, the men the police 
are now investigating have a prominent 
part on the entertainment committee. 
One of them, it its said, became con- 
spicuous immediately following the assas- 
sination of President McKinley by his 
activity in seeking bondsmen for Chicago 
anarchists who were in custody. The 
person, or persons, who have appealad to 
the police are being carefully guarded. 
Chief O’Neill refuses to make any ad- 
missions or’ discuss the matter in any 
phase, further than to say an investiga- 
tion is in progress. From the activity at 
police headquarters, however, it is evi- 
dent that the case is considered one of 
grave importance. ‘The discovery has 
created a profound sensation, but Chi- 


cago will try to avoid the experience of 
Buffalo. 
Two Members Resign. 

Chicago, September 17.—Ephraim Philip 
Rosenthal, secretary of the committees 
arranging for the reception and entertain- 
ment of President Roosevelt during his 
visit to Chicago next month, resigned his 
position suddenly today. He took this 
step immediately upon the publication of 
a rumor that the Roosevelt committee 
contained one, and possibly two, members 
whose sympathies leaned toward an- 
archy. 

Mr. Rosenthal’s name was coupled with 
the announcement that a city detective 
was investigating the report in sucha way 
that he could not but understand that 
the inference was he was the man con- 
cerned. He decided to step aside, he an- 
nounced later in the day, not because he 
was concerned deeply over the situation 
on his own account, but that he desired 
the visit of the president to be absolutely 
frée from the shadow of any suspicion 
that any one whose name had evén been 
coupled with the subject of anarchy was 
to be associated with those having them Urge the Speaker To 
in their care during his stay here.

Tarrytown, N. Y., September 17.—The 
residence of John D. Rockefeller, at Po- 
cantico Hills, Westchester county, was 
destroyed by fire tonight. The building 
was burned to the ground. The fire is 
supposed to have started from. crossed 
electric wires... 

The house stood on the top of a hill 
about 600 feet above the fevel of the Hua- 
son river, overlooking the country for 
miles in every direction. None of the 
family was at home and the blaze was 
discovered by some of the servants work- 
ing about the place. The fire department 
of North Tarrytown and Tarrytown re- 
sponded to telephone calls, but lack of 
water prevented the building from being 
saved. The firemen and servants, how- 
ever, succeeded in getting out a great 
portion of the valuable furnfture. The 
estimated loss is $40,000.

SPOUTS SMOKE 


Copperas Mountain Goes Into 
Action and People Are 
Greatly Alarmed. 


Bainbridge, Ohio, September 17.—People 
living in the Paint Creek valley are 
greatly alarmed over the appearance of 
smoke and sulphurous gases from Cop- 
peras mountain, which can be seen from 
this place.

DEATHBED WIFE 
MISSES WEALTH 


VicGregor Left No Money to 
Woman He Married as He 
Was Dying,

Bryan and the Kansas City Platform 
Repudiated—Acrimony Marked 
“Early Proceedings of Con- 
vention, but Harmony 
Finally Prevailed. 


Boston, September 17.—Acrimony was 
not wanting for a time in the democratic 
state convention in Tremont Temple to- 
day, but in the end harmony was re- 
stored and th® state ticket was enthusi- 
astically greeted. The ticket follows: 
For Governor—William A. Gaston, of 
Boston. 

Lieutenant Governor—John C. Crosby, 
of Pittsfield. 

Secretary of State—Willmore B. Stone. 
of Pittsfield. 

Treasurer—Thomas C. Thacher, of Yar- 
mouth. . 

Auditor—J. L. Chatifoux, of Lowell. 

Attorney General—John J. Flaherty, of 
Gloucester. 

It might be said that in. naming Col- 
onel Gaston to head the ticket precedent 
was shattered. inasmuch as he was nomi- 
nated and then given a platform of his 
own dictation. 

Kansas City Repudiated. 

Not unlike the famous conventions of 
1896 and 1900, the fight was over the 
national issues on the platform. The test 
of strength was between Colonel Gaston. 
on the one hand, and George Fred Wil- 
liams, once the stalwart leader of the 
silver democrats, on the other. In this 
battle Mr. Williams was utterly routed 
with the predicted result that he is shorn 
of all power of leadership. The platform 
adopted is a repudiation of the Kansas 
City platform, for Mr. Gaston refused 
to be the nominee if in any way the 
declaration of principles could be con- 
strued to indorse those tnings most 
prominently advocated by the party in 
the last two national campaigns. 

Mr. Williams was chairman of the com- 
mittee on resolutions and at first pro- 
posed the indorsement of the Kansas City 
platform. In deference to the protests of 
Josiah Quincy, a member of the com- 
mittee, speaking for Colonel Gaston, he 
consented to waive the indorsement and 
proposed planks in which the national 
guestions of trusts, monopolies and cor- 
porations were dealt with in strong lan- 


Mr. Quincy wrote a platform, which was 
ceptable to Mr. aston, whose con- 
me on strength was estimated, rightful- 
ly as it proved, at four to one over to 
Charles 8. Hamlin, the other candidate 
for the nomination. In committee last 
night Mr. Quincy’s draft was accepted by 
@ majority vote of 14 to 7, which was re- 
ted before the convention opened. Mr. 
liiams prepared a minority report. 
Williams Sarcastic. 


The convention opened with trouble 
brewing. It came soon after Mr. Gaston's 
nomination, when the matter of platform 
was brought up. The battle from the 
floor was one of bitter words, during 
which delegates, objecting to Mr. Wil- 
Hams’ sarcastic references to the last 
five planks in the platform, which he 
said were placed there at Mr. Gaston's 
solicitation, hissed and cried him down. 
Throughout the tumult the speaker ex- 
ultantly surveyed the throng and when 


order was restored concluded his speech, 


to be hissed again as he sat down. The 
minority report was utterly defeated. The 
platform was made public last night. 

Another incident before closing was 
the rejection of the report of the commit- 
tee on the balance of the state ticket 
and the acceptance of a substitute list 
brought in by a minority of the commit- 
@e. ihe reason given was that the ma- 
jority gave too many offices to men in 
he eastern part of the state. immeuatleiy 
thereafter Mr. Hamlin, taking the plat- 
form, asked that Mr. Gaston's nomination 
be made unanimous, which was done 
amid cheers, and the ad- 
journed.

Hartford, Conn., September 17.—Abram 
Chamberlain, of Meriden, the present 
state comptroller, was today nominated 
by the Connecticutt republican “conven- 
tion as a candddate for governor to suc- 
ceed Governor George P. McLean, who, 
on account of ill-health, had declined to 
be a candidate for another term.

ple of protection.” 

New Hampshire Republicans. 

Concord, N. H., September 17.—Follow- 
ing the action of tne party in Vermont, 
thé republicans of New Hampshire, in 
state convention, today warmly debated 
the question of making changes in the 
prohibitory law. Those in favor of the 
change carried the day. The contest for 
governor was won by N. J. Batchelor, of 
Andover, who is prominently identified 
with the patrons of husbandry.

CONFIDENT THAT STRIKE 
WILL END BY AGREEMENT 


Predicts That the Strike Will Result 
in Improved Conditions for the 
Miners and in the Main- 
tenance of the 
Union.

Wlikesbarre, Pa., September 17.—Presi- 
dent Gompers, of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, in a statement issued to 
day takes a hopeful view of the strike 
situation. The statement is as follows: 

“At this time it is impossible to say 
exactly when the strike will terminate, 
but, after careful inquiry into the situa- 
tion at the mines, I am convinced that 
the struggle will end by agreement. The 
wage earners and the general public are 
generously contributing to the aid of the 
miners. It is essential that this aid be 


extended and continued. 

“If the manhood of the miners is to be 
maintained, they must at least have bread 
for their wives and little ones as well 
as for themselves. The declared attitude 
of the presidents of the anthracite rail- 
roads has not apparently changed. Despite 
this fact, I am fully convinced that the 
strike will end through agreement, with 
improved conditions for the miners, and 
the union maintaired.” 


i Miners Are Leaving. 
Pottaville, Pa., September 17.—The ex- 
odus of anthracite mine workers con- 
tinues, because the strikers have given 
up hope of an early settlement. Today 
forty certified miners left for Wise 
county, Virginia, where they will be em- 
ployed in the soft coal mines. A simiJar 
number left for the same point ten days 
ago. and in a few days a car load of 
driver boys will go to Westmoreland 
county, this state.

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GERMANY’S CROP OF SUGAR. 


Probable Effect of the Cold and Wet 
Summer. 

Washington, September 17.—An interest- 
ing report describing the probable effect 
of the abnormally cold and wet summer 
which Germany has experienced was made 
public at the state department today. The 
report is from Consul General Mason, at 
Berlin, and is dated August 21. In the 
event that September is sunshiny the re- 
port says the growing crop of sugar wiil 
be converted into one of the largest on 
record in proportion to the area of cul- 
tivation. The sugar producers of Ger- 
many and of Austria also, says the con- 
sul general, are entering On a new cam- 
paign under very discouraging condi- 
tions. Aside from the very low price of 
sugar and an utterly stagnant market, 
there is the still more depressing fact, 
he says, that the surplus of last year's 
sugar carried over is greater than at the 
peginning of any recent campaign. 

The situation in Germany, it is stated, 
is somewhat better than in Austria from 
the fact that Germany consumes at home 
more sugar than Austria and therefore is 
less dependent on exports.

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CASTRO'S ARMY 


FORCED TO FLEE 


General Carrido Is Defeated 
by Rebel Forces in Four 
Days’ Battle. 


ROAD TO THE CAPITAL 
OPEN TO THE INSURGENTS 


Only One Other Government Army Is 
in the Field, and That Is Un- 
der the Command of 
President Castro 
Himself. 


Willemstadt, Island of Curacao, Sep- 
tember 17.—President Castro, of Venezue- 
la, has retreated from Ocumare tefore the 
advance of the revolutionists. 

The Venezuelan government's situation 
is critical. 


 Willemstadt, Island of Curacoa, Sep- 
tember 17.—Recent advices received from 
Venezuela confirm the first dispatches of 
the Associated Press from Willemstadt 
of Friday, September 12. 

The battle which, as announced, began 
September 11 In the vicinity of Tina- 
quillo, Venezuela, between about 4,000 
revolutiorists, under the command of 
Generals Mendoza, Batalla and Riora, 
and governgent forees of about the same 
strength, I1@i by the Venezuelan minister 
of war, General Garrido, resulted in the 
defeat of the government forces, and not 
in a victory for the latter as announced 
in a dispatch from Torres Cardenas, 
secretary of President Castro, which set 
forth that General Mendoza’s army had 
been annihilated September 8, near Tina- 
quilla. The engagement of Wiat date as- 
sent from here September 12, was only 
that of an advance guard of no impor- 
tance. 

The real battle began September 11, and 
lasted four days, after which General 
Garrido retreated on Valencia, and 
eventually entered that city September 
15, with about 2,160 men, leaving the road 
free for the further advance on Caracas 
for the revolutionary army under Gen- 
erals Mendoza, Riera and Battala. 

The only other government army in the 
field is the one which is under the per- 
sonal command of President.Castro, who 
was, a few days ago, about 45 miles south 
of Caracas and was sending out scouts 
looking for the advance guard of the 
army of General Matos, the revolutionary 
leader. The president later abandoned 
his position precipitately before the ad- 
vance of the revolutionists, who occupied 
Ocmure. 

The president retreated from Ocmure 
to Charayava, and then to Guayaba, 
about four hours’ march from Caracas. 

According to report, the president in- 
tends to move his army to a point near 
Valencia, join forces with the troops un- 
der General Garrido and attack the revo- 
jutionary army commanded by General 
Mendoza. From all points are reported 
desertions of government soildiers to the 
ranks of the revolutionists, and the gen- 
eral impressicn in Venezuela is that the 
last important incident of the revolution 
is approaching.

In the Former’s Attempt To Collect the Pius Fund 
from Mexicos-Case Being Arbitrated at The 
Hague--Statement by President Diaz. 
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The Hague, September 17.—The interna- 
tional arbitration court today ruled with 
reference to the points made Monday 
that Mexico’s reply. to the United States 
memorandum shall be included in the 
documents in the case and that the plain- 
tiffs have the right to introduce a written 
reply before September. 24, that after the 
American pleading Mexico shall be heard, 
and that each side is entitled to make 
a reply through a single counsel repre- 
senting each side. 

Senator Stewart, of Nevada, then re- 
sumed his presentation of the case of the 
United States, and introduced documents 
from the archives of the archbishop of 
San Francisco in support of his conten- 
tion that the law of 17385, founding the 
Pius fund, gave the proceeds in ferpetui- 
ty for the civilization of fhe natives of 
California and the propagation of “the 
Catholic religion in those regions, and that 
the expulsion of the Jesuits by the king 
of Spam only changed the trustees of the 
fund, as the Jesuits were not its own- 
ers, but merely trustees tor the church. 

senator Stewart dealt at length with 
the Mexican contentions and was follow- 
ed by Garret MckEnery, legal adviser of 
Archbishop Riordan, of San _ Francisco, 
who asserted that the Pius fund had 
been recognized as belonging to California 
by all authorities of Mexico until the 
cession of California by the treaty of 
Guadelupe in 1849. 

Mr. McEnery contended that the funds 
were administered in turn by Jesuits of 
Spain and Mexico and that the tunds 
were the property of the administrators, 
but always retained their original char- 
acter as trust funds. Mexico’s contention 
that the funds were intended solely or 
principally for the civilization of Spanish 
or Mexican subjeets was untenabie. Mr. 
McEnery occupied the rest of the session, 
and will resume the pleadings September 
22. 

Diaz on the Pius Claim. 

Mexico City, September § 17.—President 
Diaz, in his message to congress, says of 
the Pius claim, now being arbitrated at 
The Hague: 

‘*The first contentious international case 
in which the contending partie8 are Mex- 
ico and the United States of America has 
by mutual consent just been submitted to 
the permanent arbitration court instituted 
at the Hague by virtue of a conference 
called, and justly called, a peace confer- 
ence. The case in question grows out of 
a claim presented by the Catholic church 
of upper California against the Mexican 
republic and upheid by the government 
of the United States, looking to the pay- 


ment of interest on a fund which was 
created] in colonial epochs for the bene- 
fit of missions in that former portion of 
our territory. 

“Originally the fund in Question was 
entrusted to the Jesuits for their Califor- 
nia mission, but. as the consequences of 
the royal order which expelled the 
Jesuits from Spanish territory in 1768 
the property constituting the fund passed 
to the crown of Spain, which entrusted 
its administration to a royal commission, 
in whose hands it was at the time when 
our independence was consummated. The 
national government continued to ad- 
minister the fund which was destined 
for the reduction of the barbarous In- 
dians and their conversion to  Chris- 
tianity; and though in 1836 it caused the 
fund to be placed at the disposa] of the 
bishop of California to be administered 
by him, that arrangement was canceled 
by decree of February 8&8, 1842 and the 
administration of the fund reverted to 
the Mexican government to be employed 
by that government in such form and 
manner as it might determine compatible 
with the original intention of the found- 
ers, 

“When in 1848 upper California was 
segregated from the Mexican federation, 
the Mexican governemnt taking its stand 
principally on article 14 of the peace 
treaty with the United States concluded 
in that same year. which pronounced as 
ended and canceled all debts and. claims 
which citizens of the United States might 
allege against Mexico, considered itself 
released fren &l] habilities toward rep- 
resentatives of the church in California, 
who, if they believed they had any claim 
to urge, ought to have urged it agalhst 
the government to which the sovereignty 
of upper California with all its correla- 
tive rights and obligations had passed. 

Action of the Church. 

“Not convinced by considerations to 
which I have alluded, the church in ques- 
tion, notwithstanding its lack of com- 
petency, went before the joint claims 
commission which was held at Washing- 
ton under convention of July 4, 1868, de- 
manding the payment of interest up to 
date of the claim. Owing to lack of 
agreement between the commissioners, 
the case was submitted to an arbitrator 
referee, who, believing he had found 
grounds for such action, sentenced us 
to pay a certain sum. The Mexican gov- 
ernment, notwithstanding that it con- 
sidered the sentence unjust, paid the in- 
terest assessed against it on the strength 
of that decision. The California church 
has since claimed that the republic ought 
to continue paying interest on the fund, 
and its claims were presented through the 
diplomatic channel. 

“after an exchange of notes between 
the representatives of the United States 
and the minister of foreign relations, and 
seeing that no agreement was reached 
(we on our side maintdining that the 
arbitrary detision of 1895 did not in- 
clude subsequent interest and that there 
is no ground for claiming that interest 
or for regarding the principal itself) it 
was decided with thatspirit of coneiha- 
toriness which befits friendly nations to 
submit the case to The’ Hague court for 
adjudication. With this end in view a 
protocol binding both parties was signed 
at Washington on May 22 last fixing the 
basis for action of the court and that 
protocol, as you will remember, received 
the approval of the Mexican senate. 

“T have to add that in accordance with 
the stipulations of the agreement of the 


question both governments in due course 


appointed their respective arbitrators, 
who met on the first instant at The 
Hague, and these arbitrators in turn 
appointed a fifth arbitrator or referee 
to decide in case of disagreement. The 
Mexican government confides in the ac- 
knowledged integrity and high ciaracter 
of the jurists who constitute the re- 
spected tribunal and once more engages 
itself: to comply with the definite sen- 
tence uttered in this matter.’’

Steamers of Norfolk and 
North American Company 
Taken by the Trust. 


London, September 17.—A news agency 
says that the Norfolk and North Amer- 
ican Steamship Company, owning nine 
large steamers and trading between Eng- 
land and the United States in connec- 
tion with the Lehigh Valley and Read- 
ing railroads, has been taken over by 
the Morgan shipping combine. The 
agéncy’s announcement adds that this 
report has created a sensation in local 
shipping trades. 

New York, September 17.—The fleet of 
the Norfolk and North American Steam- 
ship Company, of which Messrs. Simp- 
son, Spence & Young are managing own- 
ers, comprises the steamers Crown Point, 
Eagle Point, East Point, Montauk Point, 
North Point, Pinners Point and West 
Point, with an aggregate tonnage of 
34,453 tons. 

The vessels ply between Philadelphia 
and London and the service is known 
as the Philadelphia trans-Atlantic line.

Tenders Resignation as Solicitor Sa- 
vannah City Court. 

Savannah, Ga., September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The resignation of Judge Samuel 
B. Adams as city attorney was offered 
and accepted at the meeting of the city 
council tonight.

NO GOLD COMING 
FROM EUROPE 


London Bankers Say There 
Is No Profit in Shipping at: 
Present Rate, 


London, September 17.—‘‘The. gold situa- 
tion has not materially altered during the 
past week,’’ said a pfrtner in one of the 
largest banks today, speaking to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press. 

“Gold shipments to New York at the 
present rate of exchange,’ he said, ‘are 
profitiess. My own firm, and I think we 
are typical of the general situation in 
London, is meeting all American obliga- 
tions with October coupons on American 
stocks now held here. Very large amounts 
of such securities are now pledged in Lon- 
don, and, while London will owe New 
York large sums for actual shipments 
of merchandise and food stuffs for 
months to come, I think the larger part 
will easily be met without any con- 
siderable shipment of metal. Under the 
present ruling of the American treasury 
it is often easier for America to take 
gold from Australia, Dy way of San Fran- 
cisco, than to buy gold in London. This, 
besides increasing the American supply, 
reduces the stock in the open market in 
London.”’ 

The Messrs. Seligman, who are credited 
with participating in the gold shipments, 
declined to discuss the sttuation, but 
other houses confirmed the above quo- 
tation and unanimously agreed that the 
margin of profit is entirely too small to 
induce any one to ship gold unless there 
is some special reason behind the trans- 
action. 


BOXERS SWARM 


ABOUT CAPITAL 


Fifly Thousand Chinese Fanatics 
Are Up in Arms 


So Far They Have Failed To Take 
Cheng Tu Fu, but the City’s 
Fall Is Inevitable—General 
Uprising Seems To Be 
Likely. 


London, September 18.—Cabling from 
Shanghai under date of September 17 the 
correspondent of The Daily Mail says 
that Cheng Tu Fu, capita! of the province 
of Sze Chuen, is surrounded by 50,000 
boxers, but that their attempts to attack 
the city have so far failed. Without im- 
mediate help, however, Cheng Tu Fu 
must fall. 

“A prominent Chinese merchant tells 
me,’’. continues the correspondent, ‘that 
if Cheng Tu Fu is taken a rising in the 
provinces is inevitable. To further com- 
plicate matters, the feuds between Protes- 
tant and Catholic converts are now worse 
than at any previous stage and magis- 
terial jurisdiction, in various matters, hag 
been unwarrantably interfered with by 
priests and misionaries.” 

Massacre of Christians. 

Pekin, September 17—United States Min. 
ister Conger has presefted io the Chinese 
foreign office a letter from Dr. Canright, 
the American missionary, regarding the 
massacres of native Christians there in 
July. Dr. Canright says that eleven con- 
verts were killed by ‘boxers and that the 
local officials refused to take measures 
against the boxers. The letter was writ- 
ten August 2. The missionaries were then 
guarded by troops and were unable to 
leave the mission buildings except when 
escorted by soldiers. 

Dr. Canright’s recent telegrams say the 
situation is worse. The native papers de- 
clare that trouble is due to the collection 
of excessive indemnities for Christians on 
account of the troubles of 1900, and owing 
to the Christian attitude under foreign 
protection,

Citizens of Ohio Town Stirred by the 
Outrage. 
Ohio, September 17.—A most 
assault upon two little girls, 
and 6, daughters of Charles H. 
has caused intense excitement 
here. According to the story of one of 
the girls, a stranger yesterday enticed 
them with candy into an alley and when 
the cnildren tried to get away he seized 
them both by the throat, dragging them 
tc a lot overgrown with ‘high weeds 
and threw, them out of sight. He 
struck one on the head with a blunt 
weapon;and cut the head of the other. 
When the outrage became known sev- 
eral hundred citizens began a search. 
Bloodhounds led to a house occupied by 
Joseph Roth, a gardener, and he has 
been arrested, but vigorously denies his 
guilt.

At the 
dining hall the freshmen predominate, 
and it is safe to say that there will be 
over one hundred men in this class. The 
Sophomore class was rather weak when 
freshmen, but the new men will swell 
their body until it approaches the fresh- 
men in size. The junior and the senior 
classes are stronger than they have been 
for some time, and are both composed 
of men ho will lead the state in after 
life. Most of the men who will enter 
the law class are trying for the senior 
class, but a large number will enter the 
junior, and the lawyers this year will be 
a fairly large class. In the agricultural 
department there is much activity. The 
professors in charge are busy getting 
ready for the year, and expect a good 
attendance. 

The one-year course is an innovation at 
the university, whick will in a year or 
two attract a large body of students. This 
ceurse contains the cream of the four- 
year course. 

Dormitories Are Crowded. 

The dormitories are crowded and dozens 
of applications have been’ placed on file 
waiting for some change. The chancellor 
said this morning that there had not been 
a@ vacancy in the dormitories for several 
weeks. He has sent many boys to pri- 
vate homes and advertised for homes for 
the others. He is a great believer in the 
value of advertising, the result of which 
is now seen in the new men in college. 
All through the summer bulletins and 
letters have been sent over the state 
from the chancellor’s office, and early 
in the summer every copy of the uni- 
versity catalogue was exhausted by the 
many demands, and a new issue had to 
be printed. 

This morning the campus was crowded 
with freshmen and with old men. The 
fence and the wall served as seats, and 
introductions and college chat enlivened 
the few minutes preceding chapel. With 
the ringing of the college bell the stu- 
dents went into the chapel, each class 
moving up one aisle, thus giving room 
to the freshmen. Sophomores and juniors 
but the 


men were too disorganized to do more 
than keep quiet. The chancellor made 
a few remarks, after which chapel] service 
was conducted by Rev. Waldon, who in- 
vited the college boys. to take advantage 
of the churches. Then Professor Hooper 
made the address of the morning, one 
which was highly enjoyed and vigorously 
applauded by students and visitors. 


Professor Hooper’s Address. 

Professor Hooper, after a brief intro- 
duction, described the opening of the new 
session, the peopling of a deserted cam- 
pus, the renewing of interrupted friend- 
ships, the forming of new companionships, 
the frenzied rush of the fraternity 
spiker, ‘the football prospects, and fhe 
lonely freshmen. With a brief mention 
of these subjects, he passed on to the 
real reason why the university boys 
come to college, and their motives in ob- 
taining an education. 

The substance of his speech follows: 
The motives that induce a young man to 
come to college are various, some _ to 


participate in athletle sports or in con-.- 


tests of oratory and debate, the intel- 
lectual thrust and parry, the play of 
wits, the give and take of.parliamentary 
discussion; others to enjoy socia] pleas- 
ures and to form friendships. But, 
though these are important, and I would 
not decry their value, they are not the 
most important cf college duties, the real 
object of which is the pursuit of learn- 
ing. 


“There is no royal path to learning, 


| and no pedagogica’ engineers have yet 


been able to find one. In the kinder- 
garten it is well enough to play; in a 
university a man must study. There are 
no snap courses in life, and college is a 
preparation for life. Education is a 
gymnasium for the mind, it is a training 
of the intellect. Dean Briggs, of Har- 
vard, defines it thus- 

“Training is the discipline that teaches 
a@ man to set labor above whim; to de- 
velop the less promising parts of his 
mind as well as the most promising; to 
make five talents ten and two five; to see 
that in a specialty he shall work better 
and enjoy more for something outside of 
his specialty; to recognize the connection 
between present toil and future attain- 
ment, so that the hope of future aitain- 
ment creates pleasure in present toil; to 
understand that nothing can be mastered 
without drudgery, and that drudgery in 
preparation for service is not only re- 
spectable, but beautiful; to be interested 
in every study, no matter how forbidding; 
to work steadily and resolutely until, 
through long practice—and, it may be, 
after many failures—he is trusted to do 
the right thing, or something near it, 
mechanically; just as the trained pianist 
instinctively touches the right note. ‘l'rain- 
ing is all this and more.” 

Literary Societies. 

Now let us understand that traning is 
not aitogether in the lfbraries, iecture 
rooms and laboratories. I do not under- 
Value any of those things that make up 
the sum total of student life:and happi- 
ness, but we must not overvalue them. 
The literary societies are a good thing, 
but not the most important in college life, 
for in them we but put in practice what 
we have learned in the lecture’ rooms. 

Then, too, we should look at studies 
from a moral standpoint, a standpoint of 
duty. The Knowledge that a certain task 
is to be performed, the nerving of our- 
selves to do this task whether we wish to 
or not—this is what makes character, and 
character makes men. The University of 
Georgia is not an institution of learning 
because its athletic team wins victories or 
its students triumph in oratorica] con- 
tests, but because it is an institution for 
the pursuit of learning. : 

‘Now, gentlemen, a word of advice. You 
will meet here with many temptations, 
They are not pecuiiar to this institution 
and if they were not here tais would not 
be the proper place to train you for the 
realities of life. The wrongs you do in 
colege are just: as much wrongs as it 
they were done outside and in future life 
you wil] be heid responsibie for them. It 
you wish your coilege life to be a bless- 
ing you must begin at once the serious 
business of training. Repeat with the oid 
Scotch engineer in Kipling’s ‘Hymn of the 
Steam’— 

“(Now a’ together, hear them lift their 
lesson—theirs and mine, 
Law, order, duty an’ restraint, obedience, 
discipline.’ ”’ 
University Publications.

The publication will 
probably be printed on the university 
press if terms can be arranged.

A 
large number of the old men are back and 
there is a good deal of new material.

She Retains Custody of La-

He Is Son of Her Dead Sister, His

Macon, Ga., September 17.—(Special.)— 
Judge Felton, of Bibb superior court, ren- 
dered his decision today in the very in- 
teresting. case of Mrs. Valeria Lamar 
Harris versus her brother, Henry J. 
Lamar, Jr., of. Macon, and her brother 
in law, W. H. Washington, of Nashville, 
Tenn., which was recently tried before 
him, and the guardianship of Lamar 
Washington, the young son of W. H. 
Washington. Judge Felton’s decision: 
is in favor of Mrs. Harris, and continues 
the child in her care. 

Miss Alberta Lamar, daughter of Colo- 
nel H. J. Lamar, Sr., and sister of Mrs. 
Harris, married W. H. Washington, of 
Nashville. Some years ago she died, and 
was survived by ‘her husband and one 
child, Lamar Washington. Soon after 
the death of his wife, Mr. Washington 
surrendered his son to Colonel Lamar, 
the boy’s grandfather. The rearing and 
instruction of the child was entrusted by 
Colenel Lamar to his daughter, Mrs. 
Valeria Harris. She has been devoted to 
him in sickness and in health, and in all 
her travels, even to Europe, she has 
taker -young Lamar with her. 

When Cclcne] Lamar died some time 
ago he gave in his will a handsome 
property to Lamar Washington, and ap- 
pointed his son, Henry J. Lamar, Jr., 
guardian of the person and property of 
Lamar Washington: The boy continued 
under the care of his aunt, Mrs. Valeria 
Harris. 

A short while since, W. H. Washington 
came to Macon, and Mrs. Harris believed 
that her brother, Henry J. Lamar, Jr., 
intended delivering Lamar Washington 
to his father, W. H. Washington, and 
accordingly she took out a writ of habeas 
corpus for the possession of the child, 
and the ordinary allowed her to retain 
him in her care. ; 

The case was appealed to Judge Fel- 
ton. Able lawyers represented both sides. 
Judge Felton in his decision says that W. 
H.. Washington, having surrendered all 
right to the child, after the death of his 
mother, to H. J, Lamar, Sr., that he no 
longer has control over him. The judge 
also says that in the will of H. J. Lamay, 
Sr., he appointed H. J. Lamar, Jr., 
guardian of the person and property de- 
vised to Lamar Washington, and that 
the property shali revert to the estate 
should W. H. Washington resume con- 
trol of the child, 

The judge also rules that, inasmuch as 
Mrs. Harris has been a mother to Lamar 
since he was an infant, she has the right 
to continue to;kegp him:in-her custody. 

Lamar Washfrigton is about 
years old.

This morning before he arose from bed 
he took his pistol from under his pil- 
low, and his wife hegged him not to shoot 
her. He said he did not intend to hurt 
her. He got uv and sat on the side of 
the bed and placing tne pistol against 
his heart fired, and was killed instantly.

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¢ SPEAKER HENDERSON’S WITHDRAWAL. 

The declination of Speaker David B. Henderson to be the republican 
candidate to succeed himself in congress is the paramount surprise and 
political sensation of the day. Thus one of the key-logs of the republicah 
jam has suddenly moved and jarred the entire flotilla. The party man- 
agers, amazed and alarmed, are scampering over the rafts that are grind- 
ing and ramming on the breast of the suddenly released current. 

We can think of no parallel for this event in the party history of the 
nation for half a century. Speaker Henderson was elected to succeed 
Thomas B. Reed, on the latter’s retirement from congress, with the un- 
derstanding that he would be the right man to direct the legislation of 
the triumphant republicans in the house and as a stalwart representative 
from the west be able to hold for the party all the advantages it had 
gained over democrats and populists in that region. His election to the 
Speakership was hailed as a master-stroke of wise and safe party action. 

Speaker Henderson is a Scotchman and manifests the full measure of 
canny characteristics that belongs to men of his birth and breeding. He 
has been an alert, able and prescient politician. He has the stubborn- 
ness of a giadiator and the sense of circumstances that is wierdly promi- 
nent with the people of the Scotian moors and highlands. Conviction 
comes to such men with the force of commandments. However strong 
may be their partisanship, however eager their zeal, however ready for 
self-sacrifice, they yet are subject to the control of an inner conscious- 
ness they cannot analyze and do unexpectedly strange things they cannot 
adequately explain. 

The whole political career of Speaker Henderson has stamped him as 
such a man—a man firm of purpose, arrogant of opinion and liable to run 
a-muck against friend or foe whenever the provocation arrived. After 
twenty years of service in congress that provocation seems to have ar- 
rived and what the speaker has done will have a tremendous effect upon 
public thought and perhaps. a fatal effect upon his party. 

The Iowa republicans in state convention resolved that whenever 
tariff schedules became the shelters of monopolies and trusts they should 
be so revised as to disestablish those evils. «hese resolutions do not 
accord with the high tariff and trust notions of Speaker Henderson. He 
does not believe that the tariff produces and shelters trusts, nor that, if 
it does, the proper way to reach those combines is by tariff revision. 
That method he believes is no less than a march toward the camp of 
free trade. Finding that his constituents believe in the resolutions and 
not in his views, he nas deliberately and ruthlessly thrown up the nomi- 
nation by his party and frankly sthted that he does it because he and 
the party are not in accord on tariff issues. 

Scarcely any political event imaginable could have so _ electrically 
railroaded the whole tariff and trust question to the front in the pend- . 
ing campaign as this act by Speaker Henderson has done. His official 
prominence in the party, his almost absolute’ control over house legisla- 
tion and his general position as a leader in the republican councils 
makes his declination sensational in the extreme. Coming while great 
party managers were in actual counsel with President Roosevelt over tar- 
iff and trust questions, and the conduct of the campaign, it paralyzes all 
past plans and changes the direction of future events in the fight now On.

PASSING THRONG. 


“While there seems to be great inter- 
est in the elimination of the colored man 
in Georgia from politics, I do not believe 
he will be disenfranchised in the imme- 
diate future, and the party who will keep 
him a voting factor will be the demo- 
cratic rather than the republican.”’ This 
from one of the leading republicans in 
Atlanta. “I consider such to be a fact 
principally for two reasons. The first, 
that, except for the passing of an amend- 
ment by congress, which is highly im- 
probable, it would eventually mean a re- 
duction of Georgia’s ‘representation in the 
national administrative body.. In the sec- 
ond place, I believe opposing factions in 
the democratic party in local issues wish 
the colored man’s voting rights _pre- 
served. 

“Will the colored man be turned out 
of the convention of Georgia republicans? 
As it now stands, he cannot be even if 
the republicans wish it. Over in Ala- 
bama the legislature has enacted laws 
that have practically disenfranchised all 
of the colored voters with the possible 
exception of some 2,500 who are register- 
ed. Now, the white republicans know 
that this number cannot have any effect 
on the outcome of an election, and that 
they will win many more adherents by 
eliminating the negro as a voting factor. 
Accordingly, in this last convention in 
Birmingham, the colored delegates were 
shut out on a technicality. That is, each 
colored delegate was challenged on the 
ground that he was not a qualified voter 
according to the laws of the state. These 
challenges were referred, of course, to 
the proper committee, which in turn re- 
ported unfavorably, and the report was 
adopted by the convention, leaving the 
negro entirely out of it. 

“Of course the technicality was purely 
a subterfuge, but here in Georgia the 
white republicans would have no such 
technicality on which to disbar repre- 
sentutives of some 117,000 colored voters.”

~ ON NATIONAL POLITICS. 


ON. L. F.: LIVINGSTON, member 
of congress from the fifth district, 
; returned to the city yesterday 


morning from Washington, where he has 
been for several weeks looking. after 
some matters of interest to his constitu- 
ents. Colonel Livingston spent the’day 
in the city and left on the evening train 
for his home in Newton county. 
During the day the colonel had many 
callers, who ciscussed the political situa- 
tion in this district, 
larly throughout the country. The sen- 
sational announcement of Speaker Hen- 
derson’s refusal to accept a renomuina- 
tion was naturally very generaily com- 
mented upon, particularly with respect 
to its bearing upon national politics. 
“From the standpoint of his duty to 
his party it seems to me,’ said Colonel 
Livingston, ‘‘that Speaker Henderson has 
made an egregious mistake. I say fhis 
in all kindliness, because my personal 
relations with General Henderson are 
very pleasant, but of course I am con- 
sidering. only the political situation. 
General Henderson's refusal to accept 
the nomination, and particularly the rea- 
sons which he gives for his action, em- 
phasize more strongly than anything 
else possibly could the fact that the 
burning issue fn this campaign ts re- 
vision of the trust-breeding tariff. The 
republican leaders—General Henderson 
among the others—have endeavored to 
keep that question in the background. 


“At the very time the speaker was 
writing his letter of declination, Senator 
Allison, of his own state, and a num- 
ber of other republican leaders were in 
conference with President Roosevelt at 
Oyster Bay and had given it out that 
tariff revision was to be practically ig- 
nored at the coming session of congress 
and the tariff question should not be dis- 
cussed in the campaign. Like°a prover- 
bial bolt from a clear sky came General 
Henderson’s announcement that he could 
not see his way clear to be the candi- 
date of his party again because the 
sentiment of the republicans of Iowa 
Was so strongly in favor of the tariff 
revision which he and other national 
leaders oppose. 

“As I have said, if anything was lack- 
ing to emphasize that this tariff question 
in its relationship to the trusts and 
monopohes is the sore point with the 
republican party, this sensational an- 
nouncement of Speaker Henderson fills 
the void and caps the climax, as_ it 
were. 


‘I do not think it putting it too strong 
to say that the republican leaders recog- 
nize this to be, in its last analysis, a 
fight for the existence of their, party. 
Since the slave*y question was eliminated 
from politics the republican party has 
existed and grown strong from adhering 
to the doctrine of protection for protec- 
tion’s sake.

A sensational feature of the council 
Jmeeting yesterday afternoon was the 
threatened personal difficulty which was 
Narrowly avoided, between Councilman 
Malvern Hill, of the seventh ward, and 
Councilman Ernest C. Kentz, of the sixth 
ward. 

For a time it looked as though there 
would be a lively tilt, but Mayor Pro Tem. 
Harvey Johnson insisted upon the gentle- 
men refraining from settling their per- 
sonal affairs in the council chamber and 
in deference to that request Mr. Hill re- 
Bumed his seat. 

Later both councilmen made explana- 
tions. and after adjournment was taken 
at 6 o'clock Mr. Kontz went over to the 
chair occupied by Mr. Hill and, in the 
presence of several other members of the 
body, the two discussed the matter with 
the result that good fec}ing on the part 
of both was restored. 

How the Matter Arose. 

Mr. Kontz was discussing an amend- 
ment to the electric light franchise pro- 
posed for the Atlanta Electric Company 
when Mr. Hill interrupted him for a 
moment to ask a question. 

“Now, the question I am going to ask,”’ 
said Mr. Hill, “is meant in no offensive 
Sense at all.’’ 

“I am sure,’’ returned Mr. Kontz, “‘that 
you would not ask an offensive question.’ 

“I should like to know,’ said Mr. Hill, 
“and I am asking for information~ 
whether you are related to Albert Tnorn- 
ton. one of the gentlemen interested in 
this company?” 

“Yes,’’ exclaimed the councilman from 
the sixth, evidently angry, ‘‘and that 
Same outrageous question hag been asked 
by other peopl: at other times.’’ 

As Mr. Kontz spoke Mr. Hill arose from 
his seat and started toward the council- 
man from the sixth, who was standing 
at a desk on the otner side of the room. 
Councilman Glass, who was between 
the two gentlemen, arose to prevent a 
fight if one started, but Mr. Hill passed 
by him. Mr. Hill declared he did not 
like the idea of having his question char- 
acterized as outrageous, and, while speak- 
ing, he shook his finger at the gentleman 
from the sixth. The mayor pro tem. was 
rapping for order al] this time. 

Mr. Hill Resumed Seat. 

“I do not care to be considered discour- 
teous to either of you gentlemen,” said 
Mr. Johnson, “but you ‘both will no 
doubt agree with me that tthe council 
chamber is not the proper place to settle 
personal differences.”’ 

“Out of deference to the chairman,”’ 
returned Mr. Hill, ‘‘I take my seat.” 

Mr. Kontz continued to address him- 
self to the matter up for consideration. 
Incidentally he stated that, while Mg. 
Thornton was related to paim by mar- 
riage, he had never spoken to Mr. Thorn- 
ton about the affairs of the new electric 
company. Later Mr. Hill arose and stated 
that, while he wished to apologize to the 
members of council for what had hap- 
pened, still he had no apology or expla- 
nation to make to Mr. Kontz. . 

Mr. Hill] said he nad not known that 
Mr. Thornton was interested in the new 
company until he heard Mr. Cox, coun- 
ge] for the enterprise, say so during the 
meeting. He declared that ‘before ask- 
ing the question of Mr. Kontz he had 
prefaced his remarks with the statement 
that he did not mean any offense. He 
asserted that ne considered Mr. Kontz's 
reply outrageous itself and declared fur- 
ther that ‘‘when Mr. Kontz stated he 
knew about Mr. Thornton's «connection 
with the company beforehand or sought 
to be offensive, then he knew it was un- 


true.”’ 
- Mr. Kontz Speaks. 

Mr. Kontz then arose to a question of 
personal privilege. He said -that up to 
the present time the relations existing be- 
tween himself and Mr. Hill had been of 
the pleasantest nature. The suggestion 
Mr. Hill had made as to the relation he 
bore to an aypplicant for a franchise, said 
Mr. Kontz, ha did censider offensiv@, but 
it he had known that Mr. Hill did not 
mean it that way he probably would not 
have used the term he did.

‘During the morning session the. conven- 
tion had betore it the question of differ- 
ences existing between the carpenters 
and joiners and other trades of New 
York city and the Brotherhood of Paint- 
ers, Decorators and Paper Hangers of 
America. 

M. P. Carrick, of Lafayette, Ind., gen- 
eral secretary and treasurer, and P, 
Archibald, of New York city, general 
organizer for the latter named associa- 
tion, appeared before the convention 
and spoke in behalf of an adjustment 
of the differences. : 

It is claimed that the carpenters and 
other trades of New York city have 
been striking at the painters’ associa- 
tion and discriminating against it. It 
Is Stated that the carpenters have re- 
fused to work on buildings with members 
of the painters’ assoctation and have 
informed the owners and contractors of 
buildings that if such members were 
employed the carpenters and other trades 
would leave their work. 

The painters assert that they have -en- 
deavored to be friendiy with the cerpen- 
ters and other trades and have given 
them no cause for any such discrimi- 
nation. The two national officers made 
a strong aDpeal to the convention for 
some action that would adjust the mat- 
iex amicably. The question was re- 
ferred to a special committee of five, 
which will thoroughly investigate the 
differences and submit a report to the 
convention.

Mass Meeting Last Night. 

A mass meeting of th3 carpenters and 
joiners of the city was held last night 
at the convention hall at 117 1-2 White- 
hall street. The meeting, which was 
for the purpose of arousing a greater 
interest in the unions of the city, was 
attended by a crowd of 400 workingmen, 
who were enthusiastic in their reception 
of the two speeches of the evening. 

Sidney J. Kent, of Lincoln, Nebr., for- 
merly state labor commissioner of Ne- 
braska, and Eugene S. Odell, of New 
York, addressed the assemblage. 

The object of the series of mass meet- 
ings being held is to increase the 
strength of the local unions. There were 
present a number of nonunion mien, and 
the efforts of the speakers were bent 
toward enlisting them in the cause of 
organized labor. 

Mr. Kent, the first orator, began his 
remarks by stating that the trades 
unions were just as necessary to our 
civilization as the public schools, ani 
his entire argument was based on -this 
theme. Mr. Kent traced the history and 
growth of the labor unfons and treated 
with eloquence the fight of the union for 
the eight-hour working Gay. He urged 
the wmyessity of leisure time tor study 
and mental improvement of the working 
man, and drew the conclusion that only 
the union could plme.the laborer on a 
bigher social plane. Mr, Kent is a pow- 
erful speaker, yet is conservative in -his 
and. method of reasoninz. 
His remarks met with the approval of 
all present and he was enthusiastically 
applauded, 

Mr. Odell, who made the closing talk 
of the meeting, followed the.line of the 
argument of the preceding speaker. He 
was quite vehement in his attack of “the 
moneyed aristocracy,’ and referred with 
hitter sarcasm to the ciforts of Andrew 
Carnegie to dispense his fortune, 
‘“which’’ Mr. Odell said, ‘‘was the price 
of blood.’”” The question of child labor 
in the cotton factories of the south was 
treated thoroughly. Mr. Odell concluded 
with a stirring app@qal for the nonunion 
men present to jo.n the organized labor 
movement.

Excitement “Over Disappearance 
of Clarence Dempsey, 


Police Believe That Man Who Is 


Supposed To Be a Peddler Car- 
ried Young Dempsey Off.

Clarence Dempsey, the 18-year-old son 
of Mrs. M. G. Dempsey, of 11, Reinhardt 
street, has been missing since yesterday 
morning, and the police have strong rea- 
son to believe that the boy has been kid- 
naped. 

Mrs. Dempsey is prostrated over the 
loss of her son and great excitement: pre- 
vails among the neighbors, who believe 
that the boy has been carried off by 
some one with evil intent. 

Clarence was last seen yesterday morn- 
ing, playing in front of his mother's 
home. Some of the neighbors state that 
a man, passing by, spoke to the boy and 
that Clarence went off with him. It is 
said that a number of people saw the 
man talking tu the boy in front of Mrs. 
Dempsey’s home and later walking down 
the street with him. A negro woran 
says she overheard the man tell Clar- 
ence that he would buy him some candy 
if he would go with him to a nearby 
store. 

The man who is suspected of kidnap- 
ing young Dempsey is believed to be @ 
peddler. He has a red wagon, which he 
drives into the country. It is thought he 
wished a boy to help him dispose of his 
wares and that he tolled Clarence Demp- 
sey off from home and then refused to let 
him return. There is great fear that the 
alleged kidnaper will never let the boy re- 
turn to his mother. 

Mrs. Dempsey has been a widow for 
twelve years, her husband having died 
when Clarence was oniy a year old. The 
child is her only relative. She came to 
Atlanta a year ago Clarence 1s smal! for 
his age, has light hair and ‘blue eyes, one 
of which is slightly crossed, and has a 
reasonable amount of freckles.

TO CHANGE MILITARY LAWS. 


Special Revision Committee Will 
Meet at the State Capitol 
This Morning. 

The special committee appointed by 
Governor Candler to revise the military 
laws of the state will meet this morning 
at 10 o’clock at the capitol to go over tne 
various amendments which are proposed 


to the present law. 

The committee is composed of Colonel 
Usher Thomason. Major W. L. Grayson 
and Major W. W. Barker. This commit- 
tee was appointed by Governor Candler 
on the recommendation of the military ad- 
visory board. The state militia has long 
been dissatisfied with the present laws. 
The existing military laws were framed 
by Major Oscar Brown, of the United 
States army, and while tnere are few 
flaws so far as army regulations go, they 
are better suited to the regular army 
than to a state militia. From time to 
time objections have arisen, and prior to 
the Jast meeting of the general assembly 
a bill was framed which would have pass- 
ed had it not been for certain political 
factions which it disturbed.

payment of a percentage tax on gross 
receipts was first defeated by a vote of 
8 to 7; then reconsidered and adopted, 
the vote being 14 to 1, Councilman Reed 
voting against the measure. Alderman 
Welch’s amendment stipulating that the 
franchise be for twenty-one years, in- 
stead of thirty years, was adopted by a 
vote of 9 to 6, as follows: 
For Amentment—Messrs. 
Hatte, Terry, Fincher, Harwell, 
Garret‘, Kontz and Hill—9. 
Against— Messrs. Woodward, 
Reed, Beck, Glass and Key—6. 
When this amendment was declared 
adcpted, Alderman Woodward moved that 
adjournment be taken, as ne understood 
the new company would not accept a 
twenty-cre-year franchise, and he could 
see no reason for going ahead with an 
ordinance which would not be accepted. 
The motion to adjourn was voted down. 
Alderman Welch’s second amendment, 
providing that the company sign an 
agreement waiving all rights to operat2 
longer than for the exact term of the 
franchise, unless given permission by 
council, was adopted unanimously. 
Messrs, Hill, Reed 
their amendments, stating that amend- 
ments which had been adopted covered 
the provisions which they favored. 
Considerable discussion was had when 
Councilman Key’s amendment, looking 
to municipal ownership of the plant, was 
considered. The amendment was defeat- 
ed by avote of 9.to 6, as follows: 
Against Amendment—Messrs, Pierce, 
LaHatte, Woodward, Terry, Fincher, 
Harwell, Reed, Glass and Kontz—9. 
For Amendment—Messrs. Lewis, Winn, 
Garrett, Beck, Key and Hill—é6. 
Opposed Key Amendment. 
During. the discussion Alderman Wood- 
ward said he was opposed to the amend- 
ment. He thought it was carrying the 
idea of municipal cwnership too far to 


contemplate taking a man’s plant that 
was to be located on the banks of the 
Chattahoochee river. A member of coun- 
cil called attention to the fact that the 
city’s water works plant was also situat- 
ed on the banks of the same _ stream. 
When called upon for an opinion regard- 
ing the matter, the city attorney said a 
transfer of the plant could be made to 
the city under contract. 

In defense of his amendment, Mr. Key 
made an interesting talk. He said the 
plan of municipal ownership seemed to 
be generally indorsed everywhere, and 
that there was no time like the present 
for the city to make provision for the 
future. The fact that no precedent had 
been set here, he said, was no argument 
at all against the plan, and that a start 
had to be made some time. He declared 
his amenément did -not bind the city to 
purchase the plant, but merely made 
provision for an option on the property in 
the event the city should decide to ac- 
quire an electrie lighting plant. 

He said he was surprised at the stand 
taken bv Alderman Woodward, as he had 
always regarded him as a stanch advo- 
cate of the municipal ownership idea. 
Counctilmar. Harwell oposed the amend- 
ment because, he said, it was not in the 
franchise of the other company, and he 
was in favor of giving the new concern 
a grant under the same conditions grant- 
.ed -the cld one. . : 

When this amendment ° hha been dis- 
posed of, Councilman Kontz moved that 
council reconsider its action in restricting 
the grant to a term of twenty-one years. 
He thovght the grant should begin from 
the time the company began  opera- 
tion. When reconsideration was taken, 
he moved that the franchise be for twen- 
ty-one years, beginning January 1, 1905. 
This will give the company three months 
in which to accept and file the required 
bond and two years in which to con- 
struct its plant and begin operation. The 
motion was adopted. 

A motion to adopt the ordinance as 
amended was then made by Councilman 
Garrett. It was adopted unanimously by 
council, and goes to the aldermanic 
board this afternon for consideration. 


Colonel Cox Speaks. 

When council met yesterday afternoon 
in adjourned session to consider tthe 
proposed electric light franchise, Colo- 
nel Albert Cox, attorney for the peti- 
tioning company, was heard from upon 
motion of Councilman Winn. Mr. Cox 
declared that the only objector in the 
city to his company ‘‘was the solitary 
producer of current in Atlanta.”’ He re- 
ferred to the other concern as “our 
steady and constant resistant.”’ Regard- 
ing the questinon of speculation which, 
he said, had been brought up, he declared 
the report of the committee absolutely 
debarred the company from selling out 
to any one without the consent of the 
city. 

_ This condition he considered a hard one, 
‘“but,”’ said he, ‘‘we are satisfied, be- 
cause we mean business.’’ He went on to 
say that three expert engineers had been 
employed, and they had investigated the 
plan for the plant. He also made refer- 
ence to large sums of money that had 
already -been spent on the enterprise. 

Preston Arkwright, president of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
followed Mr. Cox in a speech in which he 
declared his company did not object to 
the new company entering the field, but 
thought it would be discriminating against 
his company if more favorable terms were 
granted the petitioning concern.

Predicted Frosts To Follow Recent 
Mild Weather Potent Facter, 


TRADE DULL—CHANGES SMALL 


Corn Felt Weather Most, and Was 
Active Most of Session—Closed 
3-8 to 1-2c Higher—Wheat 
Closed Easy 1-4c Off. 

Oats Higher. 


Chicago, September !7.—The general tone in 
grains today was firm. The predicted frosts 
to follow the recent mild weather’ was a po- 
tent factor. Trade, however, was still large- 
ly confined to the local crowd and especially 
in wheat and oats, and inasmuch as these 
pits ruled dull price changes in them were 
emall. -Corn felt the weather most and was 
active most of the - session. At the close 
September wheat was ‘%c lower, December 
wheat %c up, December corn tec higher, Sep- 
tember corn *%c higher and December oat: 
%c up. Provisions felt the effect of a raid 
in October pork and closed 5c higher to 5e 
lower. 

Rain in the northwest with much cooler 
weather predicted was the cause of a higher 
opening in wheat. Cables alsO were steady 
in the face of a depression here yesterday 
and this was construed bullishly. The fact 
that the receipts northwest were much in- 
creased over last week and a year ago was 
offset by the expectation that in consequence 
of the rains the spring movement once more 
wculd be curtailed. Cables advanced a little 
as the session moved on, and the export 
business wae good, both Duluth and New 
York reporting 20 loads taken and Buffalo 
100,000 bushels. The fact that the outsider 
was not in the market worked against good 
gains. Much of the time the pit was almost 
deserted. Price fluctuations were extremely 
narrow and little businees was done. After 
the first hour interest died out. September 
wheat sold between 73@72%c and closed easy 
Mac Off at 72%c. December sold from 69@ 
69%c, dipped to 68%c and closed steady ‘*ec 
up at 69c. Local receipts were 200 cars, 
8.of contract grade. Minneappolis and Du- 
luth reported 756 cars, making a total for 
the three points of 956 cars, against 547 
last week and 743 a year ago. Primary re- 
ceipts were 1,453,00U bushels compared to 
1,514,000 bushels, last year. Seaboard clear- 
arces in wheat and fiour equaled 621,000 
bushels. 

There was but one broad market today, and 
that was in corn. Frost talk wae the prin--: 
cipal bull incentive. Of late there has pee. 
fair séliing in spasmodic turns on talk of big 
crops. Many speculators believe that with the 
end of this month, the drastic effects of last 
year’s. short crop will have been vanquished, 
Many other traders, however, have been fig- 
uring on tne big shortage now out, especialiy 
in December options, said to be 158,U00,0GU 
bushéls. it is known that cribs along the 
country railroads are almost empty—have bee 
for nearly a year. Where there were /{2,- 
450,000 bushels in the visible supply a year 
ago, there are but 2,000,000 bushels now. 
Chicago has practically the onty corn supply 
and that amounts to about 1,500,000 busnels. 
Farmers are inclined to hold much of their 
better corn. Much of the receipts for some 
time to come are expected to be soft. All 
these conditions have rtmade bears cautious 
and have induced conservative support. With 
hard frosts forecasted for tonight, these fac- 
tors once more came to light. Most of the 
middie west today was wet, general and in- 
fluential buying foHowing in December and» 
May and good upturns resulted. September 
was not s0 active, and at times ‘showed a 
drooping tendency. The Washington crop | 
bulletin reported much damage in the north- 
ern portions of the corn belt. Yet, notwith- 
standing the frost talk, there was all the time 
present a feeling that a big crop was forta- 
coming, and this put a check on the bullish 
enthusiasm. December corn sold from 43%@ 
++a444ec and closed firm ‘%c up at 43%@44c, 
September sold between 55@58'%c and closed 
firm %c higher at 58%c. HKeceipts were 162 
ears, 32 of contract grade. 

Oats ruled steady and showed no importan: 
changes in prices. There was some buying 
at times for manufacturers and fair support 
by a leader. The wet weather also had some 
effect as did the aetrength in corn. Decem- 
ber fluctuated only %c and closed steady %c 
up at 3il%c. Receipts were 162 cars. 

There was good activity in the provisions 
pit. Hogs were lower, having fallen off 35c 
in two days. This induced some outs™: 
liquidation, but a good support was under 
the market untfl late in the aay. - When eup- 
port fell off there wae a flood of offerings 
of October pork and prices in that product 
fell off from $16.6/%2 to $16.25. This worked 
against alj other prices, and October options 
all closed weak. Part of this action is thought 
to have been for the purpdse of bringing 
near by and distant options nearer together. 
At the close January pork was 5c higher 
at $15.05, while October clesed 50c off at 
$16.25. October lard closed 5c down, at 
$9.77% and January lard 2%%@idc higner ai | 
$8.55. October ribs were 20c lower at $10.05 
and January ribs 2'¢c higher at $7.90. —

New York, September 17.—Cotton for 
September, October, November and De- 
cember delivery today sold in New York 
at 8.75 or over. In my opinion it is a 
question of only a few days longer before 
nearly al] positions here will be worth 
9 cents per pound. Reports reaching 
others and myself indicate that crop es- 
timates throughout the south are rapidly 
being reduced and an average of present 
opinion, I think, would be but little over 
10,200,000 bales. If this idea comes to be 
accepted generally cotton will sell at 10 
cents per pound speedily. The large re- 
ceipts, upon which so much emphasis 
is being laid by the bears, snould be en- 
tirely disregarded as a market influence. 
Port reports for the month of September 


up to date are 383,000 bales, against 355,000 7 


in 1899. when the crop was 9,400,000 bales, 
and 421,000 in 1896, when the crop was 
8.700.000. Large September receipts are in- 
variably symptomic of a drought-short- 
ened crop, and are a bull and not a bear 
argument. Spinners will consult their 
own best interests by buying all the cotton 
they need at present prices, and owners 
and producers of cotton in the south, in 
my opinion, have only to exercise patience 
and recognize the fact in order to obtain 
between 9 and 10 cents per pound for their 
production.

The aged confederate veterans, who for 
almost a year have been living at Thomp- 
son’s hotel on Marietta..street, were re- 
moved to the recently-compieted ~.home 
yesterday morning. In all there were 
sixty aged soldiers who changed their 


| temporary quarters from the Mafretta 


street hotel to the home. 

It;was a joyous occasion. For several 
weeks past the veterans have ‘been m>p- 
mentarily expecting to move and on sev- 
eral occasions it was announced that they 
would leave the hotel at once. Lack of 
water supply was the reason for the 
delay, and for several days’ it was thought 
that it would be impossible to change 
qjuarters before next week. 

For more than two weeks the home has 
been completed and all the rooms fitted 
up and ready for occupany. Knowing 
this, the veterans have been anxious to 
leave the city quarters and go to their 
country home. It was theught advisable, 
however, to delay the removal until the 
water supply had been so improved as to 
make shortage out of the question. On 
Monday the cistern and pump were put 
in good condition and it was decided to 
move the veterans. 

The old soldiers reached the home at 


10. :30. o'clock yesterday morning and found 
; everything in readiness. All the rooms 


were in readiness, and the housekeeper 
had arranged the noon-day meal. Their 
delight at being once more itn a home 
which they could call their own was 
something pathetic to see. Tears of rea! 
rejoicing flowed down the cheeks of 
many a battle-scarred veteran, and the 
delight of all was genuine. 

A majority of the inmates of the home 
are natives of the rural districts, and 
while they have received the best of 
treatment at their temporary quartefs, 
they chafed for the freedom of the 
woods. The change from the noise and 
bustle of city life to the quiet of the 
woodland retreat was a welcome one. 

The career of the Soldiers’ home has 
been one full of vicissitudes. More than 
twelve years ago the movement to build 
a home for the aged and infirm veterans 
of Georgia was started through the col- 
umns of The Constitution by the late 
Henry W. Grady. Subscriptions were 
sent in from all parts of the state and

Gault, who lived on Emmett street, out- 
side the city limits, started toward his 
home and he was followed by his three 
companions, It is said that he was -anx- 
ious to get rid of them and upon mect- 
ing a man named Pue went off with 
lim. The other three still followed. Pue 
left Gault and a few minutes later 
heard a pistol shot. Gault ran home 
with a wound fn his abdomen, and, after 
lingering a few days, died. It ts said 
that the Osbornes and Hightower went 
to Pue and told him if he gave out any 
information about the affdir they would 
make it warm for him. When Gault 
died the three men disappeared. 

Hightower says he did not do the 
shooting and was across the street when 
the pistol was fired. He declines, how- 
ever, to make any statement for publii- 
cation. 

The whereabouts of Will and Jim Os- 
borne are not known. 

The cfficers of the law believe they 
will soon solve the whole affair and will 
bring to justice the slayer of Charley 
Gault.
